THE Parliamentary Commissioners for the Improvement of the Holyhead 
and Liverpool Road have not the means of making a Return to this Order. 



3. — AN ACCOUNT of the highest and lowest Rate of Toll on a 
Four-Wheeled Carriage with a Pair of Horses, payable at any of the 
Gates between Shrewsbury and Holyhead. 

THE Parliamentary Commissioners for the Improvement of the Holyhead 
and Liverpool Road have not the means of making a Return to this Order. 



4. — AN ACCOUNT of the Sums voted and expended for the Construction 
and Maintenance of Howth Harbour. 

THE Sum of Nineteen thousand six hundred and eighty-two Pounds Seven 
Shillings and Seven-pence has been voted, and that Sum, together with a Sum of 
Eleven hundred and three Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Ten-pence, transferred 
from the former Commissioners of Howth Harbour, making a Total of Twenty 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-six Pounds Seven Shillings and Five-pence, 
has been expended in the Construction and Maintenance of Howth Harbour, since 
the 1st of September 1823 ; but the present Commissioners have not the means 
of making a Return of the Expenditure previously to that date.
